These notes were only meant for the perusal ol 
kind friend*; but change of circumstances has 
since induced me to arrange them, and bring 
thum before the public, hutuhly soliciting their 
indulgence and patronage. 
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Should this txM>k meet the eve of any of the 
persons mentioned in its pages, 1 sincerely hope 
they will pardon my having used their names 
unauthorized; a liberty 1 occtuioually deemed 
requisite us n further and more satisfactory prool 


of the authenticity of many of the flccues 1 have 
depicted : with this apology 1 throw myself upon 
their generosity. 
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To those who walk abroad on the Iun<J, with their

The sea cot in very convenient; it is jilted up 
with three deep drawers underneath ; it serve* fur 
bed as well as for sufii, and almost precludes the 
necessity of keeping boxes in your cabin. 

Ii wn* ill October 18—, ‘that the * Prince 
Blucher nailed from Portsmouth, and after a 
rovngo of ten weeks reached the Cope of Good 
Hope. The weather nil the way was exceedingly 
fine; there wa» mi excellent band of music on 
boon!, and all things combined to cheer our spirits 
on leaving our native UmL Those who, after a 
three years alienee arc returning to Madras with 
invigorated health, looked furwurd to the nweeta 
ot the ^icOj active employ which is the soldier* 
wi-l/,t> muff situations, uud all the et cetera* 

that werA<Oiftfcd to fill their purse to overflowing, 
aiid enable them at no very distant period to re¬ 
visit their native land. Tlie yonng people who 
were leaving the home of their foilicr* saw before 
tliern honour, riches, fame; ami pleased them¬ 
selves with the proupcct of being generals or 
judges. A few there were returning to their 
jKirrnts. whom they hail not seen for manv yean, 
their minds fllled with more curiosity than filial 
affection. They had been educated at flrst-rate 
hoarding school*, and had learned all the accom¬ 
plishments of the day, but they knew not the 
parents they were going to rejoin. Absence had 
n 2 
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weakened every mutual tic; the name of mother 
caused uo vrarm throb at the heart; the name of 
father wa» more i&uocuitctl with the idea of money 
T*cut for education or plrus-ure, than with any re¬ 
collection of the guide uml proiector of their 
infant yean; anti yet they were good girls; it 
was the cruel cirruimtmtee of absence, of long 
absence, tlmt luul weakened, if out dissolved, the 
ties of miluml affection. However, all parties 
were gov and happy; each vm» willing to ainyoc 
aud to be atmucxi. The coinpatiy convistrd of 
fbrty-*ix; the greatest mimher were cadets, anme 
of whom werr destined for Calcutta, Thyimn 
passed pleasantly.

In all ouiwnnMtourul voyages there ore of course 
many who have no er crossed the hue. and they 
moat he exposed in gome ilcgtru to thr humour* 
some game that goes on at that time; however, 
die iaiiaw will always treat with gentleness those 
who Imire been kind and considerate towards 
them. But if the cadet lias otherwise do|Kmcd 
hin^clf to the |h*jt fellows on whose exertion our 
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Ii' « depend, he will be audly handled, and won* 
*dlh should he not take it in good part; for 
though the rigour* of the ceremony are now 
much lessoned, vet tlte jolly tar must have hi* 
gnnje.

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arrival, appears like groaning villi jmin under the 
burden. 

Tiie palanquin is like a lung box, with sliding 
pannels on each side, and two window* in front; 
the sent from the ground in nliciit a foot high, but 
when derated on men's shoulders, which w dune 
by a pole extending from each end, you arc aliout 
three feet from die ground. You recline on 
cushions, which rapport your back. Far short 
distances, you hare four meii at n time to carry 
you, two at each end, placing the poles on their 
shoulders, while four men ran at the side, ready 
to relieve them, which they do about every two 
or three minutes. When you travel long jour¬ 
neys, the complement of men required is thirteen, 
six at each time under the pole, and one to carry 
their cwkiue apparatus. Their song, if it may 
be *o called, r<Kisi*t9 of nioiiotouom sounds, each 
boy calling a different note, and nil keeping exact 
time with their voices, an well as with theii fc-cL 
This chaunt, ami motion of the palanquin, ope¬ 
rate us u |K»werful imrcotic, steeping the sense* in 
forgetfulness, the influence of wliicb few can resist. 
They seldom mu more than four miles an hour, 
and it is astonishing to sc-e how they will keep up 
at that even pace for twelve lumt* together, with 
.the exception of halting once for about n quarter 
of an hour, to eat a little rice. Tile palanquin- 
boys* are generally* Geiitoo*, and are the most 
trust-worthy and honest among tliu natives. An 
officer of tny acquaintance was ordered from Hy-

dcrabnd to Madras, which is a distance of alnml 
four hundred miles, cm sick certificate; he became 
much worar on the road, and died two days before 
he could reach that presidency. 'Hie palanquin* 
>js conveyed the body to tlie office of Colonel 
onway, adjutant- general, and placed in hi* 
hand* 400 rupcify which they «id wa» in tht 
drawer of the palanquin. Colonel Conway wrote 
to Hyderabad, and in answer was informed, by tin; 
paymaster of that station, tliat the poor officer had 
drawn that sum only the day before be started. 
Thus were the buys faithful to their trust, when 
they could have secreted every single rupee, and 



would not have run any risk of enquiries being 
made.

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TIHHUttAO. 

Hymuunan is, perhaps, one of die motet delight¬ 
ful Italians in the Mm Inis Presidency. The 
climate is jwirtimhirlv cool, anil a constant succc&- 
son of gaieties mid amusement is kept up, which 
the moderate temperature enables you to cujoy. 
The cantonment of SecuudcralMul, which is a 
military station, is about five miles from the citr. 
Our troojw an* not allowed to go within tltc wmliii, 
which arc very high and surround the whole 
town. 

The Nizam's prime minister is friendly with the 
English, frequently culling, and sometimes giving 
n party to them at the Raj Baugh, which is about 
four miles distant from the residency, and a de¬ 
lightful ganlcu of roses with pavilions. lie gene* 
rally sent elephants to convey the invited gums, 
three and four scauSl in one howdnh, and thus 
twenty or thirty elephants would be conveying 
tire party to this beautiful scene, where numerous 
fountains were jetting forth their cold and glitter¬ 
ing streams, adding coolness and freshness to tlie 
air. Wla-n it became too dark to wander about

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About foaro’clock in the morning, wakened by tho 

bcfliiug of thi drums, ** Strike jour tent* and march 
awav,*' arc words which sound very unmusical m 
a sleepy car; but out of your cot you namt get at 
the moment,for the next *a 1 illation you recciu a 
delightfully refreshing brecre. caused by some tiro 
or three laacaw pulling your tent down nnd letting 
in tike line morning air, which chums you to 
quicken your motioni Shoe* nnd * tucking! are 
ha-lily drawn on, and w Milwtantial dreeing gown 
imd shawl put over ynur iiight-dneaa. Thus 
equipped, you enter your paUnquin, nearly close 
the doom, and if you cm» again fall fast ndeep, 
aflcxdliis sudden expulsion from your bed (which, 
after you become used to the molum of the con¬ 
veyance, vou generally dojt you will amvo at 
the halting place, without having Iwcn conscious 
of the journey, by about six or seven o'clock. 
You seldom ga more than tcu tnilea a-day. I ho 
quarter-muster of tl»e regiment proceeds m ad¬ 
vance nbout an hour l»efim* live rest, to tnntk out 
the spot for the fines, and ch.x**? tlie lic^t encamp¬ 
ment ground. When you arrive ttl the place, j*u 
find your tent ready pitched, for, if it happed n> 
be moonlight, your dining tent has gone on on 
hour or two before you in the morning, if not on 
the previous evening; and now a hasty toilet 
must be performed, in order that the servants may 
lay the table for breakfast Itefore the regiment 
come* up, which will bo nlmut half an hour after* 
wards. The camp is formrd in a square, the mess- 
lent is placed in the centre, the Sepoys* tents on 
our side, those of the officers on the otlver, with 
their hum** picquctted in tin* rear. About an 
hour utter lirtokfaM, the sleeping-tents and bog- 
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pqrc arrive, together with the followers, amount¬ 
ing co about 2,000 jh.t>oii» ; lor each Sepoy has o 
family to maintain, and if hr I* not married, he 
prprides for lib mother, sister# and younger 
brothers, and liter all march with him. All w 
hustle for the firpl two hours after their arrival on 
the ground; tents pitching, the morning meal pir- 
jwiring, (which is done in the open air.) l«ggoge 
unpacking mid amtuging; servant# running from 
tent to tent; officer* overlooking the feeding and 
grooming their horses: and the watcr-bullocks de¬ 
livering a supply of water for each tenu Them* last 
arc rolled puck*allies. They have a leathern Iwg, 
whieh is slung across the animal's hock ; each side 
of the Img liuldaalKiut dx gallons. The ground of 
the enentiipinent U always chosen near a village, in 
order to get tupplki, in a neighbourhood where 
good water tuny be had. About eleven o'clock, 
the «cem* change*; all u quite still, not n parson 
b seen ; tltr tents nearly shut tip, and if you walk 
round the enmp, all in this moveable town will be 
fast asleep. One side of the Sepoys' tent will be

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CHAPTER VIL 

XrXDinKOOG.—NATIVE rEWAt.ES—WEDDINGS 

We become completely tired of our residence at 
PiiUvcnmi. The hoot was excessive, and the length 
of time we bail to remain in tents combined with 
the uncomfortable position of the place, a« it then 
wn*, made tur luiil with pleasure the commander- 
in-chief's order to march to Nundldroog, which, 
for climate and salubrity, is considered a twrv 
dehinlblc resilience. 

Most of the scenery in this part of India w Ux 
from interesting; it comists cither of fltol sandy 
plains unrelieved by ti particle of verdure; or id 
high rocky hills, which diversify the scene with¬ 
out pleasing the eye. 

Yah ore ie nhout eighty miles from Madras and 
is a wealthy place, though excessively hot. Then* 
b an extensive fort, and wine pleasant houses in 
it ? one in particular, in which l was often most 
hospitably ^ entertained. It belonged then to 
Lieutenant Lewis, fort adjutant, and was ever 
open to receive the traveller,—fricud, and the 
stranger being equally welcomed; hi* servants 
and carriages were always at tlieir service, ami on 
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leaving, you would find your palanquin stocked 
with refreshments und comforts. The fort t» sur¬ 
rounded by a ditch, thronged with alligators 
many sixteen feet long, There arc several pretty 
bungalows situated outside the fort, and though it 
it is not considered a gny place, yet it Is generally 
admitted to bo a very social station. 

The road from Vellore to the C» hunts is very 
beautiful; and being well watered with rivulets 
and springs, it exhibits an agrrcublr verdure. 
About a mile from iaudjictl is life famous garden 
of Saut-ghur, which is of considerable extent, and 
contains a great quantity of the finest fruit-tree* 
in India. This garden was once protected by 
fortifications, and liad 500 gardeners in regular 
pay, lie-sides a considerable garrison for its defence. 
The road from Laulpctt to the Ghaut, which 
separates the Camntic from Mysore, is about 
four miles long; but iL seems to the eye not 
more thutt one, from the immense mountain in 
front, which appears to overhang and shade the 
whole route. There is a very good road up the 
pa», which is four miles in length; its perpen¬ 
dicular height is one mile. The prospect fjnom 
the road, as yon gradually ascend, is grand and 
beautifully picturesque, having the valley which 
you have just quitted in the fore-ground, and a 
succession of lulls and mountains in the ccutre, 
and on both sides. A short wav from the top of 
the pass, is a small village, called Xurkeu-Yerre. 
The difference of the climate between this (dace 
and Laulpctt i* extreme; the thermometer at the 
Utter being seldom less than JHr, and wofre fre¬

% allow us. We endeavoured to explain the reason 
of this; the man listened, hut could not be con¬ 
vinced, nnd went awny impressed with Ilia own 
foolish imagination. 

All castes have a superstitious dread of thr 
hooting of on owL The .house we occupied at 
Nundidroog was very large, and as there wop 
rather a Acarritv of houses to accommodate oil the 
officer*, we gave op some detached rooms to two 

of them. Lieutenant* S-and 11-, the latter 

of whom was only doing dbty with our regiment. 
We had several night* been disturbed by the owls, 

and R-determined, if possible, to *hoot one. 

^Accordingly, in the evening as soon at they began 
their melancholy note, he went forth with his gun 
and shot one in the leg. The |»oor tiling wn* 
brought to me, and us 1 wished to tome it, be gave 
it to me. 1 placed it in a Kjuire lumber-room; 
bat it refused $rcry kind of food, and seemed to 
be fast drooping, in the course of the din tin 
butler, followed by the rest of the servant*, cairn 
% to me, and begged that the owl might be sent 
away; declaring that no luck would happen to 
me, or to auv auo else, who kept such a bird; 
that heavy utfelbtttmcs would follow; tliat mauler 
and mistress and all would surely die. It was in 
vain to reason with them; they one and all deter- 
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mined to leave my service, if I kept the owl 
another hour. I therefore thought it Iwst to 
comply with their wish, os 1 saw their minds were 

made up to go} so 1 vent in to Mr. S-to beg 

him to shoot the poor bird; it seemedevideul that 
it was in misery, and could not live, even if set at 
liberty. Thus order wus now restored in my 
establish mom; the natives still, however, per* 
aisled in saying that some one would die in the 

house, and most likely Mr. S- - , who had shot 

the bird. A few days after this, both S — - and 

B- writ; attached with typhus fever; the 

former died at the ettd.of eight days, and in order 
to give a chance of life to the latter, he wn 
ordered for change to Bangalore, where tyo died 
shortly after his arrival* Nothing now could con¬ 
vince my servants that it was not the bird, and the 
bird alone, that occasioned the death of these two 
officers. 

A few weeks after this, Mrs. S-, the lady 

of our commandant, wan much disturbed by un 
owl in a tree, near her hed-room window, which 
every night made its disagreeable hooting*, to tho 
annoyance of all in the house. She begged Major 

S-to shoot it. which ho did. Load was the 

outcry of the servant* when th<* dead bird was 
brought in, though great the pleasure of Mrs.

subject of religion. They hare naturally* active 
inventive minds, gifted with impromptu story, and 
have even poetry in their imaginative iaIca. 

Ihe Kiciety, in ihr highest ranks is enter¬ 
taining, and any thing hut insipid: the uolurul 
gentleness of their manners and their caov po¬ 
liteness, make* them pi cuing companion.*., and their 
remarks are just and pertinent. Their knowledge 
on many subjects surprise* tbit European, kno*- 
iug tm ure do, that tliev are uneducated. Their 
acquirements, on general subjects, are dcritnl 
frmu their tialhan and brother*, with whom aluor 
they associate, and who in the highest ranks arr 
men of intelligence. Tho native females haremort 
ft tun tire memories, never forgetting what is one* 
explained to them. They ore quite astonished at 
the familiarity which exists between Kurojafom* 
of different sexes; they consider it an act of the 
greatest indecency, on the |mrt of the lady, 
tako a gentleman’s arm, or receive any of this* 
polite attention* *o customary with us; even r*i- 
ipg in the presence of n man is thought highly 
indelicate. But a* tor ibmciug, tlicy told Hr it 
was an abomination, of which no modest woman 
ought to be guilty. Xoue hut tlto most depraved 
■tnong their country women indulge in thin amuse¬ 
ment , only those, in fact, who, from infancy, have 
liven educated in a shameful pndrwiian ; the 
five intercourse which European BUM*R> sanction 
betwixt the sexes shocking them excessively. 

lliero have been instances kuowii of a high-cast* 
.Mussulmam committing suicide, from liaving lie-

ions. The marriage »tatc is considered highly 
honourable; a unin, even nftcr having once nuir- 
ried, atul become a widower, loses a great dial of 
his importance, till he again enters into tin? con¬ 
nubial state. Unmarried men are not considered 
eligible for ony public or trust* worthy situation. 

The numerous ceremonies attending marriages, 
amongst the higher classes of natives, arc con¬ 
ducted with a degree of splendour which is but- 
priaing to Kuropenns. They last five days. The 
first day is ushered in by the parents and friemU 
of the bride, taking her down to the nearest 
river, or mountain stream, where she is met by 
the bridegroom and hi* friends. Here they both 
undergo a long ablution, while the spectators rr- 
jK'ul; prayers, aud erect fires, for the purpose, they 
a*y, of averting an evil eye. They are then con¬ 
ducted to n kind of (Nivilion or temple, profusely 
decorated with wreaths of flowers, drupe rip*, aru! 
Hags, atul a prayer is mode to each of the go<U, 
that they may attend at the wedding. A rich 
carpet or skin is spread, for the bride and bride¬ 
groom to »it upon, with their faces uirm.il uflliu 
cast. Numerous turnis arc then gone through* 
which mostly last till «un-«ct—such a* washing 
their feet with milk, nnuiuting tins liody with oil 
and perfumes, and many other olwunlitic*. They 
aro thru conducted back to their separate dwcll- 
ings, amidst thr deafening roar of drums, gums 
pistol.-, atul fire-works, trumpets, boms, loud 
shouts, and scream*. 

The following <lay they are again conducted to 
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the pavilion, when both the parents join the hands 
of tin- couple, mill while thus clasped, seven mea¬ 
sures of water, seven measures of com, and the 
jwinr of milk, are poured over them. Nine string* 
are fastened over the shoulder of the left arm, and 
under the right of the bridegroom, anil an amulet 
is clasped round the bride’s neck; these two arc 
emblematic of murringc, hut still the ceremony is 
not over. The third day, a large pile is erected, 
anil set uu fire, and spices and perfumes burnt in 
such Humilities, that for an immense distance the 
air is impregnated with their odouf. The brhlr 
anil her juirty tiavr to walk round this fire several 
times, aeeomjwnied with music, ringing, and dun- 
ring. Then the bridegroom and his numerous 
attendants follow, and repeat the same round, and 
both arc then carried home in triumph on u car. 
The fourth day, n grand feast takes place, anihthe 
happy couple cat together, for the first time that 
the girl Jins ever eaten in the presence of a nutu. 
which she consider* highly indecorums and it is 
conseiiueutly a seven* trial to her modesty; it is 
also the lost time : for never again will they eat in 
tlit* company of each other. No high Hindoo 
woman ever eats in the presence of her husband 
or male relative; ao that this tiny's ceremony is a 
must magnificent display of grngcoo# dresses and 
decorations, and sumptuous fare. The fifth ilay 
i* chielly dedicated to sacrifices; and it is only 
on this occasion time a woman con be engaged in 
nny thing of this nature. At night more ablution* 
take place, and the couple arc decorated in the 
most splendid dresses, and covered with the most 
costly jewels. They arc then mounted od a =u-

All Iter hue 
clothing i» taken from her; site t* sttip|»ed d 
every ornament, which the newer can again wear: 
her beautiful hair it frequently shaved off, and dir 
then Itccomet a tlaro in the house where *hf 
formerly was mistress. Tlius it i* tiiat the 
becomes a willing sacrifice; for the high-caste and 
spirited girl cannot brook the shame and reprw.i I. 
which, should she continue to live, would Its 
heaped ujkjii her head. There nrc insnuicr?) 
however, of young girls becoming widows at iM*! 1 
an early age, that the approach of death on the 
funeral pile b» horrible to them; they understand 
not die degradations to which thev will hare i rt 
submit, and life seems sweeter, turn that they arc 
released fczmi an old and perhaps decrepul hus¬ 
band. 

It b a curious fact, that however large the mitn- 
.bcr of the wives in the zenanas of the wealthy. 
* perfect kindness and unanimity exists among* 1 
thetnt there is no jealousy or jnsttv quarrelling* 
lhi« i* thought to arise from’ the mutual depend- 
cnce tliey have one on another for society 
and amusement. They each bate the 4ett*e 
governing motive of conduct, namely, to please 
their lord and inat-tcr; uud as long ns he i* a>> 
they each receive the benefit of his kindness 
and good humour. 

These wives arc all young and beautiful, and 
naturally kind ami gentle, they seek with each 
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other happines* nml gaiety. Each wiah i* grati¬ 
fied : thry are magnificently dressed, which i» une 
of the principal objects of life; luwe every gratifi¬ 
cation consistent with strict seclusion; splendid 
upurtnirnLs, and. iu fact, every luxury. 

The Ilrahmius arc treated with the highest 
deference by the natives, and tbeir own wives 
(for in general they ltavc two or three) shrink 
before their presence, nml think it an extraordi¬ 
nary thing, that European women arc held its 
ftich estimation by their husband*. A Brahmin 
once said to me with astonishment, in a station in 
the Northern Division, where hut few European 
ludioe had l»cen, ** Why, I hear you answer vout 
hualutmU wit limit making a tqjaamf *—a defer¬ 
ential bend of the head, with the hand uplifted 
to the forehead. Their women do not converse 
with each other, rven in the presence of their 
Uushands, nor Vith European Ladies if lie he pre¬ 
sent, or any other male person. 

Their greatest surprise is excited by our wear* 
ing so few jewels, being themscltfe# covered with 
drnanuMits of every dcsatptifiiL Tire lowest caste 
and poorest person get hrilliant stunes, and *Jri 
them in lead; the richer sort >ct them in silver. 
Some have only piece* of glass ornament*, and 
leaden rings oil to*** as well as fingers. 

The Pariah is the lowest grade of native so¬ 
ciety; hut tune has worked strange revolution 
in the society of the castes. This now [ktm:- 
cutcd nice, the individuals of which thr Mussul¬ 
man, Brahmin, mid even Native C'hriirtian. think 
it cotitatninauun to touch, and scorn to associate 
with, is, altcT all, of the most ancient family. 1 Ic is

great convenience to tut. The mistress of thr 
feast had itidy to provide n tabh-cloth, and each 
gui-M brought Ha servant to wait upon him, which 
fa customary in every Motion. 

All kimli of iiPcrHirit N were very cheap in tin* 
division: a sheep was one rupee (about two shil¬ 
ling!*); thirty fowls for one mi**; sixty measurtV 
of rice for a rupee; wventy measures of grain f’> r 
the some ?nm, And the vcmuiti' wage* were idiK.' 
lower, owing to tlte cheapness of grain. We never 
provide oyc servants with food in India; they 
have their stntcd pay, which Is from two rnpee* 
per month to seventeen, according to the situa- 
txmi they fill, and they find themselves with every 
thing. They never sleep in the house, unless » 
be one or two in the outer verandahs, hut occupy 
go-downs or out-bouocs round the cotnjKmiul.

A c-tiurt to sbaat ikrre pound*. 
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temperate; it w within twelve mile* of the left, 
anil constantly refreshed with it* salutary breeze* 
European plants and vegetables do not grow here 
in any perfection; consequently the productive 
gardens of Nundidroog were much missed* 
While the regiment was quartered at this station, 
a very heavy storm of hail hapjicned. the stones 
being larger than marbles; after the storm hail 
abated, tile rain poured down in torrents. '' hen 
it had a little subsided, we opened our door, when 
I noticed something on the ground n •hort distance 
trom the bungalow, whirb, oil <*h**nr observation. 1 
found to lie a small tisli somewhat resembling * 
prawn, and of about the same size; it waa «*( a 
rcddidi hue on the Ixiek, but of a silvery colour 
below. On further examination, after the min luul 
censed, we found two or three other? ol the same 
description. Major Smith, being at this time a 
great virtuoso, added these fish to his collection. 
They were alive at the time of their being taken 
from the gTOtmtl, though in a very weak stale ; 
they merely moved their tniU on being touched, 
and remained in this state some hours Several 
instances of this phenomenon have liecn nbtioed 
in different pnrts of India.

Bundoola, the Burmese Gene¬ 
ral-in'Chief, crucified 100 of his men for |K?r- 
mitting the hnglish to beat them, — a tolerable ex¬ 
ample to those who wore spared to witness this 
inhuman sacrifice.

as the troops re<|mrcd rottand nourishment, supplies 
being very deficient, owing to the Burmese having 
tionsLantiydrieciitheit rattleturthcriuto the interior 
as we approached, so that wc had ouly to dq*tul 
upon tltc ships for our supplier, which, too vverr 
fiT<]Ucnt|y both bail anil scarce. A stray buffalo 
of the enemy's was a prise worth having. We hud 
Krusumally a dinner on board the shij*, and an 
’hviiution to the Generals, which wns perhaps the 
rlV <t ogrceablo summons !io could have sent 11 *. 
>fon>of us also were not at nil elegant in oar 
eu*turho; ns for myself, I have licen obliged to 
call qii the General without shoe or stocking. my 
baggage hnving l>eeii cut off at a very early period 
of the siege ut Kimgoon. Ami coats were cer¬ 
tainly not the handsomer for haring Urcn lain i;« 
on the damp ground nil night, and well smoked 
with gunpowder. We were nil much alike; and 
iw we lmd none of our fair countrywomen to be 
shocked ami frightened by our appearance, we did 
not mind it, and we were in daily expectation of 
fresh supplies, and a reinforcement of troops: fur 
3,W0 more had cmliarkcd from Madras, to lie 
ready for the grand push on Ava, which w«s to

Arracan was suffering much. There wn.* a 
general muster of nil the troops in <me place, and 
when one of the regiment* wa» called, — 4 Here I 
am," replied the serjeant; " I am the only man 
out of hospital.' 1 On the clearing up of the, 
weather a little, the Rurmcae taggwl an armistice 
of sixty days: a flag of trace arrived from his 
C tohlcu-footcd Majesty with a request that a peaet 
might he made with the English, aud propasinc 
his terms. The armistice of sixty days was for 
the ncgociations; hut in the end we found that it 
wcu only n trick to gain time, an expedient to 
make more extensive preparations of defence. 
However, it was granted by the General, and 



particularly agreeable to iw; but it was not o0 . 
long continuance, for the Burmese diamcfiillyl 
broke the armistice after about forty da^ had 
expired, and when we really thought they were 
earnestly desirous of a filial peace. 

jSir A. Campbell sent out three regiments to at¬ 
tack a strongly fortified stockade, which, after hard 
♦ fighting uu both sides, waa found too strum: to be 
taken by mo utiull n force: our men, therefore, 
Wisely retreated with tho lot* of two officer* killed, 
and thirteen wounded. Thu# gave the enemy u 
better idea of their own strength, and put a little 
hope into thorn, if we may judge by the noisy re¬ 
joicings which they made; but we soon hud the 
pleasure of taking this hop© from them again.

direction. All the regiments were much cut up, 
imd those that remained fully needed a season of 
ijuict repose. Tlius ended our first brush with 
the Burmcae ; hut l much doubt it will not be the 
last; as ] should consider little dependence can be 
placed in the honour of his Goldeu^footed Majrstv.

'I'iihub arc two principal festival* in the year be* 
longing to tlur religion of the Native* of India, 
which nil the European nffirors attend;—it is con¬ 
sidered n compliment to the natives, and one they 
always expect. The officers in nil the regiments 
art* subscribers to them, and contribute largely 
according to their ruuk. Many have thought this 
custom, of giving money to help to celebrate with 
greater splcudcMT heathenish practice!*, is a tacit 
favouring of their idolatrous worship. Util it i# 
not so comiderrtl hy the Natives, and it tends in a 
great measure to increase the good will which 
subsists between the Native ami European. 

The Mohtttwbednn feast is called the Mohnrrum % 
though, strictly speaking, it is a fast of the most • 
mournful description ; but it is attended with such 
pomp, magnificence and show, dial it rather 
. ’resembles a rejoicing, ll is not at all of an id«ta> 
irons nature, as many suppose, being au Indian 
first ivul; It is quite a dramatic reprrsentatiuti, and 
is to celebrate the death* of llntseln and Hiusan, 
mul the marriage of the daughter of Ho^ecin with 
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her cousin. This event took place or» fht* iky of 
the battle of Kurhckh ; am! on the seventh night 
of the Mohumnn, this marriage i» pretended 
to be celebrated with greni magnificence. Trays 
loaded with presents are curried, also thf wedding 
clothes of the bride, and several gorgeous |u1ad- 
nuins follow, supposed to convey the bride ami 
her attendants. On tlic »lny that particularly cele¬ 
brates the death of 1(ossein and llttssan, who weir 
tlu* gnuukorw ©f the Prophet and the sons of AJi, 
the Muvmlman* wear mourning, that is, tlicv clothe 
the fund vej in gTrcn garments, Tlie whole cere¬ 
mony but* ten days. Many Indies attend to sec 
thi’ mummery going forvrued, which the Moslem 
Sejstv considers a great compliment, Many ln»* 
vrllrr- have thought theso re presentations imlcli- 
cato; hut I have attended many of them, and 1 
never raw anything that could" diock the most 
delicately mim led. It wouhl be hardly possible 
to describe the numerous scenes ©f this plav, for 
*o I must enU it. A large wogde,. building is 
sometimes erected, or occasionally tents are so 
arranged m to produce a n»o*t pleasing effect.

CHAPTER XXI. 


SKttVAXTS— CIULDIIKN—COOKING. 

It is some time before you enn readily conform to 
the manner# and customs of the Hast; but when 
habit has once reconciled you to them (and this is 
the ease in a few years), you begin to wonder how 
you could have formerly dispensed with vonr 
iiumcruit* attendant* and other appendages to on 
Indian residence. Every thing l# totally opposiu- 
to European cumiuus, Atnftig your * rvauu, out* 
or two tailors arc in Conutunt pay; they come to 
your house every morning at nine o'clock, and 
take their places in a verandah or in a spore room, 
which is used for the purpose, wXfcrr they scat 
themselves on n mat uj>on the ground and com¬ 
mence the operation of sewing. They do every 
kind of needle-work in the neatest manner; make 
ball dresses enjw and bonnet*, gentlbrncn’s trou¬ 
sers, waistcoat* and jackets, embroider muslins, 
and mend all the clothes of the family. They 
am rrmarkahly Mjwrt and clever work-peopir, 
and indeed can make every tiring, provided you 
give them a muster, a* they call it, which is a pat¬ 
tern of what you wish to be done. Some faini- 
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ge, keep tliree or four of these useful 
-tamlv employed. They ull mtw 
and do almost u>< much businc^ with 
*> with their hands, for they wiurl their 
jy holding it between, or rather by hook- 
on to thrir great toes. They bold the seam 
.cm between theii toes firmly, and tlms upon 
lady’s lieautiful wuin dress, the feet have been 
equally employed with the hands. 

The women of Madras cannot sew, and all over 
Indin the men do this office. There are also two 
or three other men attached to jour cstablinhmenL, 
who would he curious appendages elsewhere; there 
are wnaherinm and tnamne*; for washing and iron¬ 
ing arc also the work of the men, ami two or 
mure are always kept in your family according 
to its sire. Iloth gcutlemon and ladies change 
the whole of their clothes duily. sometimes twice 
iu the day, so that tlicrc is full employment lor 
these servant.-*, indc prudently of the young folks 
of the family. Little else i» warn bat while; 
liook-uuuUns and tntilh are in daily request; the 
gentlemen also always wear white trowsers, waist- 
couLs and jackets of jean when ofF duty ; tlms they 
not only fed cool, bat look so. The manner of 
washing, however, injures the clothes. The men 
take them to the side of rivers or tanks, whole 
large stones-ore placed for the purpose, against 
which they beat them till clean, and then <lry 
them iu die burning situ, which certainly gives 
them a most beautiful w hi tern***, Umi would 
astuuiuh the wasiicr-women in England. llicy

valry in splendour. The Brahmins ore principal 
jierfonncrs iu the Duurwh festival; they read 
portions of their marred iKmk.-s and recite* praytOL 

There are many other ceremonials both of the 
Hindoo* and Mussulmans. Tim latter have one 
where thry sacrifice a «hcep to commemorate the 
deliverance of Isaac, and thuy also hold a Imm. 
Tim Hindoos hare also a feast for their cattle, 
winch are painted and decorated, blit were I to 
describe the numerous follies in their festivals, 1 
fear I should weary my readers as much as 1 haw 
been tired of witnessing them. 

Each caste has its own form of laws, from which 
there must nut be any deviation, under the most 
severe penalties They have each a certain num¬ 
ber of elder* at their head, whose ImsincvH it in to 
sec that no infringement takes place in their laws, 
ceremonies, food, dress, manners, ainneemcntN and 
intercourse, all bcin^xmlcr prcscrilmd regulation*. 
Many tilings air voluntarily done bv the different 
castes iu llte way uf penance, and uninv far amuse¬ 
ment ; some also to gain u living or to ustoiibh 
iLurupcans. Amongst the unmHctr&iL* (if they 
may be so coiled) there i« walking through tire, 
rhi* is very frequently done?*it is mi rxinvmli- 
imn* sight, and painful to the feelings of looker- 
on, |iaiticiilnrly the English, for the natives them- 
aelves :tpj>ear to contemplate each other's (ban 
• with perfect indifference. Wulktog through tin? 
firr takes place generally at some great feast or 
fast amongst the Hindoos. It is now, hu never, uf 
rare occurrence.

women, Tim cook-room is a dirty, low, mud or 
bnek building, wiLh a brick iloufj and trout- rally a

have riot even one of these convenient*? 1 The 
roof is low; ami on the whole length *f unit ridt* 
b built up a brick ledge, of ol»out four feel I high, 
and three wide; betwixt every half yard, all I the 
way along, U a cavity of u foot square: lthcec 
cavities, to the number of from six to iwi^lrc, 
sometimes more, fonn the firc-ptaces, in wltWh 
wood b put. and on every icparmtc fire it placed 
its appropriate |k»I or pan, which \0 always inode 
of earthenware. Tlu*n on the ground art? Fm> 
chuttirc, which are made of the same strong 
material, in which charcoal is burnt ; these are for 
baking the fine pastry. Others nguin, of a some¬ 
what similar description, urc for rouxting. 

The whole of the cook-room fires ore generally 
in use at the same time; for an Indian dinner, if 
the family be ever so small, always consbts of six 
or eight dishes, not including vegetable*. It b 
not at all necessary, nor ia it agreeable, at least to 
the good taste of the LiugUnh, to pry with too 
great minuteness into tire mysteries of making the 
different dbhe» for the table; it in quite suffi¬ 
cient to know by experience that they are ex¬ 
cellent. The only fault # b, that they nre seldom 
placed on the table very hot front the fire, 
owing to the distance that every thing Ims to be 
brought through the open air, ud well as from 
other causes. 

Ou fme occasion, our dinner was remarkably 
long before it was placed on the table, mid in a fit 
of curiosity l determined just to peep into the 
cook-room, and see what they w<ny about. The 
walk, too* wo.-* shady between it and the house. 
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Oft putting my I mud within thr door, [ fbufid « 
EiVL*rj- thing dished and pbuitrd on the ground * 
without eoTtirti* in regular order, an if uu the 
imd the butler and cook dbpmiug in high 
tfOtnfr. On my inquiring Lhe reason of adl ibis,

On the lUlli liiiv of our tmircln fi curious scene 
of eonfiistun took pluoc in camp. It happened to 
Ik Halting day, mid tovrmr I die cool of the even¬ 
nui, "i 1 laid begun ii> enjoy the refreshing breezo 
yritli ojK.-ned tents; a poof iknkcy had strayed 
into the middle of the camp, and was enjoying n 
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'juiet browse beside il<. when Kristen B-came 

to mi* wiili a request for the luun of o tigers skin, 
that 1 was carefully preserving to bring to England 
with tnc at wine future day; lie promised to re¬ 
turn it to me Joan, without injury. ! lent him 
the *kin, without asking for what purpose it win* 
iMKTtiwcd, when presently *omc* of my sorrant* 
rushed into my tent, crying, “ ftebce .Suhily—mam, 
mum I a tiger in the ouppP 1 sprang to the door, 
and hchshl the most ludicrous scone of confaston 
(for Timmediately gucs*cd teh*> tlie tiger was);— 
lduck fellows i tinning in every direction, officers 
ntid Sepoys in full cliuoe, not after the tiger, hut 
after their horse*, which luul been w much alarmed 
by the galloping of the donkey in the tiger* skin* 
* tiint they luul broken tin* ropes which luul eoufmed 
them, xml were scampering over the ground in 
every ilitcctinn, Wc xrcro pitched in a plain, so 
that# for u considerably distance on every side, we 
could distinctly see tin* chase. The donkey, after 
lie hud hi* beautiful epvcring put on by Ensign 

B-, was let loose, and not liking the append* 

age to hi* mil uml coat, bad run ufT at a rate be 
luul never nccatu|di»hcd before. He made through 
the camp direct fur tile village, putting to the rout 
iD old wotneu and children, who tlew toward* 
ourT|uarten» to the number of a hundred, or more; 
these, joining with our camp-followers, made a 
pretty strong body to attack a poor harmless dun- 
key. Sonic oT them luul sticks, other* stone.-, and 
all were talking and hallooing at once; for they 
never can do any thing without xu immense clat¬ 
ter and n owe. Fifty dags at least joined in thr 
chose, and u more animated hunt cannot be well 
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imagined. At last one of the officer*, whowas in 
the secret, caught the donkey, and, to the astonish¬ 
ment of the Natives, he wa* stripped of hi* f»Uc 
bkhi, amidst the laughter nnd shouts of all. At 
length ennio in the tired horsekeepers and •‘‘Cpoys 
who luul been running some half dozen miles, in 
chase of their frightened steeds, and who had 
B giiiti to commence the task of rubbing down the 
over-heated horses; and tunny a kick. I fear, was 
l**»towcd uj^m the poor animal, who hud given 
them such extra labour; far from agreeable os it 
always b to the Asiatic constitution. 

A few days after this, another scene took place, 
which had quite as murh of the ridiculous in it us 
the former. 

Wc Imd just arrived on tho ground, and the of¬ 
ficer* nnd soldier* were beginning to take off •* 
few of their sujjerfluous articles of drew, whrn u 
cry of*' Wihl hogs' was heard in every direction ; 
and each, oti looking from lib tent door, discovered 
a drove, arnonnting to some dozen or mote of 
these animals, taking their course slowly through 
the camp. All were, iti a moment, eager for the 
chose; horses, dial had liccti unsaddled, were in¬ 
stantly mounted witlmut a saddle; officer* with¬ 
out jackets, without hats; some without any tfiing 
hut shirt and dmwers: anti two of them ha*l nei¬ 
ther stockings nor alioe* on. f Tlir wca|»on* were 
as various ns the costume* of the sportsmen. Two 
lmd spears, mid these were the bootless grndc- 
mcn, who hapjicncd to be foremost in the chma’. 
Some luid stick*, kHup immkct.% a few had pistols, 
other* tent-jiegs,—sharp thick pieces t»f wood, 
aixNit a foot long, which ore driven into tlie ground 
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Co holil the rope* of the tent. Many were not for- 
tunutc enough to secure their horses, aa they hud 
Itcen taken to water. These were the coat let* 
gentlemen, ami they evidently luul the worst of 
the sport; for it wa* no joke running after game 
•when the thermometer iu the diode was Hi* ; these 
n had their swords, and tiicir number being greater, 

> ijiey made <piitc a formidable appearance. Thank* 
to the united exertions of our hunters, we had ex- 
ccllcnt wild hog for dinner, during two days, with 
suudry grills and devil* at supper, and brenkfimt 
ni^o. Thev managed to gel three of the drove, 
one of which was killed by u shoeless gentleman, 
who nearly got hi* leg scraped from die toe to the 
knee by the tusk of the animal; another was dis¬ 
patched by one of the •wnrdaraen on foot; ami 
three ensigns claimed each a share in the death of 
the third. 

We arrived at Mangalore, after a very pleasant 
marc It of three weeks. The distance is nliout 2tai 
miles from Madras, and the road remarkably good. 
Indeed, you con drive n carriage the whole way. 
There are tiwnv tmng&lows erected on this road 
for the accommodation ot travellers; they are dhwi 
comfortable houses. It is true, they seldom cou- 
tam .any conveniences; hut tliis is of no conse- 
qucfl&t to us a* we (a* l have mentioned before) 
always travel with our necessary furniture; though 
nmuv of tlicM* bungalow* in thh» road arc furnished 
with a table and hulf-a-do/.en chairs, winch-i* a 
perfect luxury Each ha* a bathing-room at¬ 
tached, and they consist of one large hall, or sitting- 
room, having four doors to admit the free circula¬ 
tion of air on all sides of it. There is a deep 
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verandah nil round; the four comers of which 
t>eing enclosed, form four good-sized bed-rooms. 
The house is enclosed in h compound, by pretty 
high walls; and At the farthest tide of it » the 
cook-room and other offices. They are generally 
kept in excellent repair, and are cleaned every 
day, to be rcadv.for the reception of travellers, 
under the direction of the head man of the vil¬ 
lage, who comes to every traveller to ascertain 
what supplies he wants, which he will procure, 
requiring only n fanam or two for his trouble.

Bangalore b a very gny station; there are lialL- 
nnd parties continually, and from the number of* 
persons passing through it to other cantuu merits, 
or on their route to the Neitgherric hills, the 
society is constantly diversified. Hie public room* 
are large and handsomely fitted tip; at one end there 
is a theatre, where the officer* belonging to the 
different regiments here stationed# frequently get 
up a play. Their histrionic talents were far from 
conicnqidblc, os none engaged who were not fully 
adequate to sustain the character they personated 
The ladies’ characters ore undertaken by gentle¬ 
men who look most " ladylike,*? and should one 
own an uufortunuie pair of whiskers, mid declare 
Jjc would rather face a cannon's mouth than cut ofl 
tlir least particle of these ap]>e tillages, why then, 
the head-dress of the lady must he altered, ami 
instead of the youthful wig, with flowing curls, 
u pretty cap must bo substituted, with a quilling 
of lace to hide the intruders. The dresses are 
generally admirable: and farces arc more com¬ 
monly got up, for tragedy would in many cases, 
indeed, prove a fiireo. 

Seldom more than a mouth \pssci without a 
public ball «t this station; other* are given by 
the officers of the -different regiment* at their 
mess-houses; other* again, less numerously at¬ 
tended, at private houses. The room* in Indian 
houses arc utmost all well adapted for llancuig, 
being large and loft^. The bunds of her Majesty’s 
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regt. stationed at Bangalore play in a mpiart? every 
evening for two or thice hours. This place is a 
constant resort of all the company, who, after a shun 
drive into the country, return to the $<|unre. whrre, 
seated at caw iu carriage*, they listen fur an hour, 
or occasion ally alight ami walk within the ring. 
This is not very commonly dune; for the Euro- 
pcatt* in India think it high treason against etuir 
to be seen walking. There* is a beautiful drive 
round the race-course, which i* much frct|tieuted. 

Once a year, excellent race* take plan: here. 
'Hie stand is a fine building, on an elevated spot, 
and commanding nn extensive pnatpech Almost 
cvcrv gentleman in the cantonment subscribes to 
the sport; therefore, families have free nccess to 
tlic stand, where refrrshuients of every kind are 
provided most lihorully, without additional ex- 
jicncc. The mee* take place early in the morn¬ 
ing ; from day-break, which is about five, o'clock, 
all arc driving toward* the stand; about nine 
o'clock the general cavalcade is to lie seen return¬ 
ing to breakfast; the amtueuirut lost* for six or 
eight days, but not successively. 

There are other drives round Bangalore, which 
are very pleasant: one particularly so to the junior 
member^ of families, which is to a famed monkey 
tupc. The young people, during the day, collect 
fmit and bread sufficient to fill a small basket, 
with which they enter their carringo for the 
evening drive, sml highly entertaining it >a when 
you eonic to the wood. Tlic steps of the car¬ 
riage nrr let down, and the children alight with 
their little bankets, when they arc immediately 
surrounded by monkeys of all sizes, to the num- 
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l>cr of one or two hundred: they wait puticntly 
till food is distributed to them, and then they 
take it ill their hands and feed themselves. I hey 
also carry their young in their inns, and feed them 
exactly n* we do. 

It is u delightful scene to tee the lovely chihhrcn 
from some doxeu carriages wnroutldcd by thou 
ugly animals eating out of their hands. r l hwsc 
monkeys nre perfectly wild; they keep lip an in* 
ccssmit chattering with one another the whole 
time: they well know when to expect their youth¬ 
ful visitors; for if you were to go an hour before 
sunset, the place would be deserted, the tribe 
being in the recesses of the wood. They will not 
be familiar with grown-up jieoplr. ami if the 
parents accompany the children out of the car¬ 
riage, they will fly to their shelter. Though they 
arc in this wild state, no accidents to any of the 
children have liecti known to happen. 

There U a very fine tank between the canton¬ 
ment und the fort, which, during heavy rains, 
assumes the appearance of a vast Inkc; the drive 
beside it, in a wnrm evening, is truly delightful. 

At a little distance from Hungulnrc is the 
Wynnnd jungle, in which there arc mauy wild 
elephants. The manner in which the native* con¬ 
trive to entmp them i* very egriotu. A deep pit 
is dug, almut twenty feet Mpiare, and alxait thu 
same depth; it is then covered over with bamboo 
mat, and over the top is strewed a quantity of 
sand and loose earth, to make it exactly resemble 
the ground. In thia jungle number* of elephants

I have been induced to devote much atten¬ 
tion to the different subjects, from seeing, during 
my long resilience at Madras, the follies commit* 
ted by youug men on their first joining their regi¬ 
ments, which have plunged them into difficulties 
of various kinds, ruined their health, and fre¬ 
quently been the cause of tjicir ultimate d*mi*- 
*al from the service ; while u friendly hand 
stretched forth to help them, or a warning voice 
in time, might have been the means uf saving 
their commissions, am! they would in all proba¬ 
bility have afterwards become high ornaments to 
their military profession. 

Where manners and customs are so opposite to 
English usages, it w not to be wondered ut if a 
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cadet of sixteen should be ignorant of tin? way to 
conduct himself m a life so new. It baa been 
my endeavour to point out the dangers likely to 
arise from a commission of little irregularities, as 
well as to allow the advantages of u strict line of 
duty in his profession, which will gain for him 
promotion iml appomluumt.. 

I shall make no apology for intruding this little 
book on the public eye. 1 have been deeply 
anxious fur (lie well-doing of my owu sons, whom 
I hope will shortly have the honour of entering the 
lion. East India Company’s service; and if it be¬ 
nefit but two or three who may read this volume, 
I shall feci myself highly repaid.

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these very ground* of Action may perhaps 
lead huu, by trials he little thought of, to adopt 
measures or run iuto e.xcesses, that n few short 
months before he would hardly have thought pos¬ 
sible. 

-A youth of sixteen is mostly high spirited, 
generous, open-hearted,—thinks uo ill in others, 
feeling none himself towards them; warm in thr 
bright spring of hope, uud eager to euter thr amiv, 
and show his bravery and courage. Hut theso 
very qualities, wliicti with a kind and watchful 
«-*ye over bint, would make the hero uud load to 
fame and honor, are opt to draw him iuto errors 
the most irremediable, and perhaps throw a blight 
over years of after life. 

A soldiers hie is, generally speaking, on# of hap¬ 
piness and glory, and a curver more likely to dis- 
tmguish the individual than any other. Its first 
duties, particularly in India, muy bfc attended vudi 
some difficulties and disagreeables, which are likely 
to discourage a young aspirant to renown ; hit, 
these are quickly surmounted by steady conduct, 
and obedience ; hut o^l shall have to mention this 
uuder its proper head, I will not here enlarge upon 
these two grand osaeutiala in the upward walk to 
military fume. • 

On leaving home for the first time, Ahd hung 
separated from our beloved parents and relatives, it 
is natural to feel doubly the disagreeables of a ship, 
uud long voyage. Tin* confinement in particular « 
irksome to the volatility of youth, wlm | IIU been ac¬ 
customed to the free use of lit* limbs over lull and 
dale of his native country; but a few days will recon- 
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cile him to the loss of his liberty.if ho employ the time 
which is on his hands usefully; but if not, the te¬ 
dium of the voyage will be the source of the great* 
cst annoyance to hiiu. There is a double neces¬ 
sity for activity of mini), when the body is as it 
were in a pent-up position. 

Hie young cadet should be liberally supplied 
with books, not only of a scientific, hut of an 
umming nature: these will form his chief recrca- 
ti<m on board, even should he before this time 
not have had much liking for rending ; but when 
there is no risible way of shortening the time but 
this, he will naturally turn to lus books, and will 
himself U* astonished ut the relish lie finds furthrm, 
and anxious to seek out the truths they contuiii. 
Biography, I have always found, w ill lead a youth 
to read more than any other class of books. Books 
»>n natural history should also form a part of his 
library, ns the objects that he will meet with in the 
wonders of the deep, as well as tho«e which he is 
likely to see in India, will urge him to seek for 
their history. 

These books should be packed separately in a 
box which is made with two or three trays accord¬ 
ing to tlie number of Uietn. This box should not 
1)0 made large, hut high from Ac ground, ns it will 
then talc le^» room in the cabin, and by the mentis 
of tlie trays which clow the book*, it will prevent 
them from being so much injured by constantly 
turning them nut to seek fm any particular one. 
A well cluwen library,and in such a compact form 
will be of much use in India, where books are 
generally dear, and sometimes not attainable. A 
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box made in the form nlwws mentioned, can be 
carried across a camel with a corresponding one in 
aoe, on the other aide, and if they are not too 
large or bcory a bullock will carry them. 

Boxes of about two feel broad and deep, and 
three feet long, made of thiek common wood with 
lee* to stand on of about three inches high are 
always used in India ; they arc made thus with

legs, to prevent the numerous insects from cattnc 
lilt! IfcUtom of tlit: box out, and destroying tint 
contents, which, if English leather trunks, port¬ 
manteaus, or flat boxes are used, is sure to be Un¬ 
case, and sometimes they will destroy Uic whole 
Untie* m it very few hours. 

The cadet should be supplied with two large 
chests, which will contain every thing necessary U» 
be taken on board with him. One of Uitrve should 
be packed with every thing Unit may not be likely 
to lx* wanted till he arrives nearly at the end ol 
his voyage, atid stowed awnv in the hold of the 
ship ; the other will bt placed in hit cabin, and will 
serve tin* double purpose of chair and table; fur os 
the cabin* art small and frn]ncnUy two young 
gentlemen will occupy one of them, it is best I*' 
keep it as clear on possible, and regular order 
in the arrangement of it will give more room. All 
Uu* boxes should have a btuss plate on them with 
name at full length, n« writ n» the Presidency he is 
appointed to, as umtakrs will occasionally happen, 
and his luggage be taken nn to Calcutta or other 
stations. On arrival at Mudrus,—for I am more 
particularly addressing those who arc appointed to 
that Presidency,—these two large chests must be 
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sold, either to a shop, or to an officer who may be 
returning to England, or exchanged for the botes 
used in the country, which are called bullock 
trunks; bullocks bring more getirnilly used at 
Madra? than camels. 

M hat are called sea-store? are of little or no 
use, for the ships nre well supplied with every thing 
necessary, and the captains of them nre mostly 
liberal and gentlemanly. An excellent tahle is 
always kept; and if illness should happen, there is 
every kind ot nourishment that cun be had, such as 
sago, arrow-root, gmel, kc.ccc. j or even delicacies, 
•uch as jam#, preserves, kc .; ao that a stock of 
this nature will be only found an encumbrance. 
I’rmt, which is the only tiling that would be accep¬ 
table to the voyager, cannot he kept sufficiently 
long; but a small supply of this would perhap* 
pro»c most grateful should the cadet fed the 
horrors of sea-sickness.

Should 
the Captain huve specified before lie lr.fl England 
that he iutcuded to remain any particular time at 
one of thesHv places, bat linen will then be re¬ 
quired, as a small quantity of thing* can be easily 
washed. It ia always as well to avoid living ou 
•hure and to remain on board during the stay of 
the ship m the port: this is done bv many, and 
will not be nt all singular, there is always a good 
t .hi; kept on board the ship: however, there are 
many object* of etuWy and interest to be seen 
m the above places; the convent and building* 
nf Madeira; the bouse und tomb of Honapartc 
nt St. Helena* the former of winch is now any¬ 
thing but a priundy dwelling, und converted into 
other purjKwvc*; the Constants Gardena, w here

Generally shaking, the horse* in India are very 
vicious, and are ut no tune to be dejiended upon. 
It is necessary always to tie them by the heels as 
well u by, their heads, hy ropes fastened to the 
giouud hy meant, id wooden jicgt; and still great 
caution vlioitld be t»t*d m coming near them in 
their stahln or picket, till you thoroughly know 
their temper, and they become familiar with you ; 
hut even then they are not u> fc: trusted. 


CHAPTER III. 


CONDUCT TO BB OBSERVED TO SITRVA3TS - MX- 

Ut'WITEA POJI A JOURHET—A IUIHJT MARCH. 

Th« servant* you* meet with in India an* naturally 
stupid and most tormenting to a European, and a 
temper that is least irritable will be sure to break 
out into violence, from the constant provocation 
they cause you, if not timely checked by reason. 
It is, I own. difficult always to command younwlf 
sufficiently to guard against this suddm anger, 
when you see your orders forgotten or disobeyed, 
or perhaps the very thing you mentioned was not 
to bo done, will actually bo executed before your 
face. The native servants of India never seem to 
fee! the least moved by scolding, ami they will go 
on in their own way, regardless of your wish to thr 
contrary, this being their habit and disposition ; it 
is in vain venting angry words upon them, and 
even blows, which l am ashamed to say, many of 
mv countrymen are guilty of. Never let your 
command of temper be so lost ns to lift your hand 
to a native. It in degrading yourself in their eyes, 
and vour calmer reason will show it in its tiuo 


i ardly act, ami one, oa reflection, of 
yt*- ashamed. Besides wliii'li, it i> 
r w a doubt highly dangtron*, not only U 
utpcctfi the footing we hold in their country, but 
ou account of the extreme slightness of the make 
of the native, and the muit of stamina to Lear a 
blow of nngor from a European Imud. 

Many serious cases of this nature have fallen 
under my own obsarvation, arising from a hasiv 
temper: one in particular, where if a justification 
for lite act could have been admitted it might m 
this instance. 

Two young officers, both Ensigns, who had b«n 
about two or three ^ jp^ WCTe ort f cre a 

with a detachment of 100 men to ti particular 
place- In the course of thr.ir march the native 
village* os they passed had supplied them with 
provisions, and they hud lound no want of civility 
from the inhabitant*. 

One morning, after a twelve miles* march, they 
arrived on the grnund,aud as usual .cut to the village 
for rice fowls, *c Ac. They however were refused 
iewr i nogs, on the plm of there not being unv 
poultry or grain in the place; though RwU in 
abundance were seen i„ every direction. Ono of 
e young officers then dispatched n sepov to 
escort tlie head tuan of the village to his lent/ On 
bis arrival he was ordered to bring, ui the conn* of 
°? C a ccrtaUl quantity of things for the *up- 
ply of the detachment, and in the event of hi, 
lulling to do ho, he was threatened to be tied up 

^ ‘ n,au pretended much concern 
“at the Articles were not given by the people 
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when they were demanded, and promised them 
immediately. Several hour*, however, parsed 
away, and it was with some difficulty that the 
officers cuahl restrain the men from going into the 
village, and seizing by force what they stood so 
much in need of. At length they determined to 
go and reconnoitre themselves. 

When they were at a little distance from the 
village, they found the man to whom they hud 
spoken in the morning, quietly seated under a 
tree, smoking his hooka and amusing himself with 
listening to a story teller, belonging to the village. 
One of tlio officers, whom we will call Mr. ii. was 
of a hot and hasty tumjH-.r; the other Mr. C. though 
equally angry nnd indignant at the man's helm- 
viour, did not give such sudden proofs of it. H. 
on the man's rising, demanded why lie had not 
brought the provisions tlrnt were ordered to the 
u-nu. On receiving an equivocal, and rather an 
insolent answer, he immediately raised his arm and 
inflicted u severe blow on the man, which knocked 
him down, and I urn sorry to suy he died from thu 
effects of it in a few hours. 

Tha detachment moved on to more friendly 
quarters, and it was not till a few day* afterwards 
that 11. heard of the melancholy termiuatuHi of 
the blow caused by his too havty temper; but 
by a curious mistake Knsign C. wu* arrested 
and tried for the murder of the man. He was the 
senior of the two officers, under whose especial 
command the detachment was. It was to him 
that the village roan hud vjioken in the morning; 
mid on their presenting themselves near the village,

The length of u march never exceed* eight or 
ten mites each day, without it is in emergent 
cases. The time for starting is generally an hour 
before duy-breah, that you may be enabled to 
accomplish your given distance before the sun'* 
power is too great. And you must remember, 
that day-break in India docs not forerun the 
sun's rising more than half an hour, and that, half 
an hour after the bright orb of day tins made his 
appcnruncc, hi* beam* become oppressively hot. 

You have little else to do than dress nut! mount 
yqn horse ; the servants know so well the arrange¬ 
ments that are necessary to be made, that they 
will require but little looking after. Your bullock 
Irtiuks, table, chair, crockery, &c. ure packed up 
the night before, and the meu who carry these 
thing*, ami the bullock* go an much earlier than 
yourself, if it be moonlight &o that it is only your 
tent bullocks that remain to be loaded, which your 
Lascar hastily does, even while you ure dressing, 
and they follow you immediately. It is necessary 
that you keep dose to your servant* and compa¬ 
nions, n* there arc, in many places, no very distinct 
roads marked out for you to travel, and in all pro¬ 
bability you would lose yourwruy, in which event,

One rtsjK>ctable boy, with your hnrsekeeper and 
gnmscuttrr, will be sufficient, and a swerjicr to 
dean your rooms twice n-dny, which latter will be 
jointly paid for if your house is divided with ano¬ 
ther officer. Should your dinner mesa hour Ik* early, 
uhd your habits require suppers, you will also have 
to keep a cook jointly, but otherwise it is unne¬ 
cessary : the sweeper, or 5 nwncy Kutcliev, a** she is 
tmnicd, will light your cook-rooui fire, utid boil yonr. 
kettle, which is all you would wanL 

The mess hour m India is generally seven 
o’clock, and there is always a table laid in the 
mesa house at two,and whoever require* lunch joins 
it, w hich frequently forms an'excellent dinner Co 
those who do not like late hours, or hare on even¬ 
ing engagement.

You will remember the years you spent at 
school in endeavouring to acquire French, (fcrrmut, 
or some other tongue, and it may probably happen 
that you arc oven now, after these years spent in# 
their study, not fluently conversant in one of them. 

But you must remember, that the careless days 
of boyhood arc past, and even at that time vuu did 
not give your whole mind to this particular study, 
but progressed in it slowly, on account of the nu¬ 
merous other studies in which you were engaged.

At the same time, in these 
three yeurs you will have well learnt your duties as 
an officer, and though still an ensign and a eery 
young roan, you will be very capable of Iwlding 
any appointment that may lie vacant, should your 
ateadinefrs of conduct equal your abilities. Your 
commanding officer will be the first to point you 
out to the notice of Government, ns being eligible 
for the (tost that you nmv wi-li to attain, as hr 
will know mure folly your character and acquire- 
merit*, and his judgment will be depended uj*>n. 

Tlie most useful languages next to Ilimlostunre, 
are Persian and .Mahruttu : there is also Guzenittc 
Gentoo, and one or two others. The Malabar lan¬ 
guage, which is uiost frequently spoken by your 
servants, you will imturally foam without study, 
ami this in some parts of the country will be of 
much uho to you. 

In the Innguuges above alluded to, particularly 
the Persian, you will find many books worth your 
reading, which 1 advise you strongly to look over 
frequently, as it will affind you a pirating recrea- 
ti-4i, as well as keep your mind from losing any 
part of the phraseology you hove gained. 

1 think l have now impiessed sufficiently upon 
your mind the indispensable necessity of studying 
the native languages, to enable you to fulfil your 
dutk-s m a soldier, os well os the great advantage 
in n pccuiitnry point «if view to be derived from 
tbeir acquaintance. Let no consideration then - 
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fore tempi you to pot ofl’ their iinmudiate wtjuirc* 
incut, do not be persuaded, even for a few mouths, 
to deluy commencing, and when once begun, let 
no difficulty which may present itself to you, 
prevent you from perfecting yourself. Four hours 
each day is but a short space of time out of the 
twenty-four, to devote to this indispensable duty. 
You will find many, perhaps, who will w ish to draw 
you aside, os they will say,just for to-day bnt 
be steady to your determination to resist the ullmtr- 
ment, und when your bruther officer* find you 
determined to ha»e this tmw* to yourself, they will 
not again interfere or interrupt you. 

You must be well uware that there are many 
idler* in a school, many w ho will only just do what 
their immediate governor command* them; so it is 
in a regiment; you will meet with the idle and dis¬ 
sipated who will merely act in strict obedience to 
their commanding officer, and care for no othrr 
emolument than their simple pay, or for any dis¬ 
tinction but whnt their bravery and courage may 
command in the field. Even to these the know¬ 
ledge of the Hmdostance language is necessary ; 
but many of them have only learnt sufficient word; 
and sentences to order their men, and others have 
been four or five year* in attaining what 1 sincerely 
hope my reader w ill determine to do in us many 
months, m it is for hit own welfare aud advnuce- 
meut in the *errice on which he has entered. 


CHAPTER V. 


ECONOMY—A GENTLEMAN'S FIRST GETTING INTO 
I>SBT—THE tti:iSOIJ» CONSEQUENCES. 

A Noth eh subject of great importance to your 
future welfare, is the practice of a judicious eco¬ 
nomy. Never, as yon value the comfort of your 
after years be induced to get into debt, however 
urgent the case may seem to be to you, or however 
trifling the sutu. Always live within your income, 
and let no inducement tempt you to purchase 
anything without you have the ready money to 
pay for it. 

If you once get into debt, you know not the 
extent to which it umy lead, or the vital importance 
it may be to you hereafter. 

About the fifth of every month you may receive 
your pay, and although that of an ensign it but 
Muiult, yet you will find it will cover your necessary 
ex pence*. A hundred fictitious wants will offer 
themselves to your notice; but restrain the ineboo* 
turn to their gratification till a fulutc time, and in 
many cases you will find that you can do without 
them altogether. 

A certain portion of your puy should each month 
be put away by yourself, or left in the regimental 
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cash c)mt, to lie rraily to pay for * renewal of 
clothes; for if tho is not done monthly, **uv but ten 
rupees euch pay-day, the sum required for the 
purchase of a new uniform or other article*, you 
will be unable to meet, and consequently the ne¬ 
cessity you will be under to hare those things 
w hich are indispensable to a gentlemanly appear¬ 
ance, will mvolre you in your first debt, which you 
will be unable Co discharge perhaps for year*. 

All hook debts you are charged interest Ibr till 
they are pwtd, and I believe compound interest as 
well; ao that it will not be very long before your 
original debt to the shop-kfc;*r for your new auil 
is doubled. 

There » also another expenditure for which you 
ought to lay by a tnlle, say but five rupees a 
month; which is, that you may meet any sudden 
urder from Onrernment for the march of your 
regiment to some distant station. I liu* the coiv- 
sequmt increase of your eapences, such a* the 
engaging more servants, hiring bullocks ami 
Coolies,—and these people generally demand half 
the money for the inarch In advance— will almost 
double your former outlay for a time; and if you 
have nut « little ready money Co meet these de¬ 
fence* you will foil into difficulties and debL The 
(iovrmrurnt knows the inrrea«id expence* lliat are 
mused to an officer on a march, and hare grentcl 
him during that lime an addition to his pay, which 
with your little store will meet every dctnnnd. 

You will also hare ■ small sum deducted from 
your pay monthly by Government to make you a 
nu mber of the Military Fund. This establishment 
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is of tho greatest importance to the Indian army. 
It provtdes funds for you, to cirnhlc you to return 
to England should sickues* cause a remora] ne¬ 
cessary, which money you will hare to repay by 
easy instalments, on your return to Indiu after your 
two or three yean*’ absence. It alsd provides for Uir 
widows and orphuns; and many n brave mun dir.* 
happily in tile knowledge of the ample provision 
that is derived (rum this fund, for hi* beloved 
partner in life and dear children, when hr doe* 
not leave sufficient money behind him perhaps to 
cover the ex pence* of Ins funeral. It is an impe¬ 
rative obligation now to join tins fund : formerly it 
was not so; but tin? dreadful distress** that were 
frequently felt by widows and orphans, ilt being ltd! 
totally unprovided for, made the Court of .Directors 
determine that every officer, on his Urst entering 
the service, should Ixjeouira member. The Honor¬ 
able Cuott of Director* Uumiscivr-, generously 
ami handsomely subscribe yearly a Uifge Amount 
to thi* fund, and it is a nevrr-faihmi source of 
comfort and consolation to all who Income sub¬ 
scribers to it, 1 feel fully aware that you " ill 
have touch difficulty with all Uwao deduction* 
from your monthly puy, to make the remainder 
sufficient for your uecus-ary want*; Iwt in the 
laying by the little store for drew and a march, 
you must be guided by circuiustancs, In *ouie 
station* you may he in, both mesa eXprocet and 
servants' wages are cheaper than in others; iu ihm* 
you will be able to put uside the 15 rupees u 
month, ami at other places, whrre provision* are 
dear, your uics* charges will be higher, iqtd you 
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trill be urntble to put by more ihcm & rupees; but 
ticn tlni &nm, if it is jjtw:vi;riQd m Tor tftt two fir 
lbn?j' vears that you tuny l>o bkoL to remain m 
tile station, will form a fund ndt.^uuLr to the extra 
dtpcuces you will Imre to meet. Y"<j will thus be 
pre-vented frum plunging intx* debt, nod Irutu the 
utter ruin it may brings upon your filter life.

and moHt likely would hare mgamed hi* healUi, 
and bred to have been a bright ornament or thx^ 
service. Or had it plotted Heaven to take hi* life 
at the tunc, his beloved wifn and family would 
have been in some degree well provided for. 
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mu. therefore, beseech von, mv young friend, 
hi you rulup your foture prospects and boppmew, 
never to get into debt. U is the first (which perhaps 
to you will appear the most insignificant) sum, 
that will plunge you into difficulties and ultimate 
ruin. Your pay, with care, is sufficient for r.ll your 
natural wants ; and remember, what a bttlr sum it 
is U> spare.from your monthly income, which will 
enable you to meet every emergency. Fifteen 
rupees monthly U>nly 1/. I Os.) or ere* 1 live rupees 
(hut I Os.) n sum you will not min. 

Fconomuc strictly the first live years of your 
soldier’s life in India, and afterwards, little indul¬ 
gence* might be purchased, should fortune favour 
your promotion, or • place of emolument U* pre¬ 
sented to you. 

There ia no meanness in saving money, or strictly 
avoiding debts, which many young meti an- apt to 
think. On the contrary, it is highly honourable, 
and will be sure to bo approved of by your com¬ 
manding officer, and those who are senior Ui >«»o. 
It is only the thoughtless and giddy youth, who 
thinks to show his dashing spirit by extravagance, 
or fears a sneer from those of In* own t*pr, or to *c 
thought stingy by those who have less principle 
of houour and honesty thuu lumself.

This is rqunlly true in all cli¬ 
mates. Death’s grim terms an; fell by all, from 
tlm palace to tin- mud hut of abject poverty. It »' 
our duty, however, to coord as much us possiblr 
against*the natural diseases our frail bodies «re 
subject to,—to hold the blessing of life ami health 
os long as we can ; and to take core tluit no am 
on r>ui part rouy shorten those days which <*t*i 
in his wisdom has given to ill 

lo a climate like India double caution A. re- 
quitita to preserve tlie health. It is the reckless 
follv of many who go to tropical climate* that 
cause* them to lose thnr health, ami sliortcii their 
t«2 
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dajs. I luiv«* mentioned that early rising is re* 
ipiircd on account of duty, iui it generally happens 
that drill is ordered several times during the week, 
und thu Iwur w always five o'clock, just at day* 
break. But should not this be the case, it U e*- 
•cuaul It/ health that you should tt*c at thi* hour, 
for tim purpose of enjoying the cool refreshing 
morning air, which ot oil times is more invigorating 
than what you will inhale in the evening, from the 
sun's having been so many buurs below the hori- 
xon, and the earth having had timo to coni. Before 
your morning's ride or drill, you should always 
take a cup of tea or codec, w hich you will find 
beneficial, as so many hours' fast, with eaerewe till 
eight or evert after, will injure your stomach, and 
you will at that hour feel more fatigued and faint, 
than have a wish to eat; but taking the tea or 
Coffee will prerent this finding, und you will be 
able, on your return, to enjoy a hearty meal; anil » 
breakfast in India generally consists of a great 
variety. 

Bathing is also another essential in the pre¬ 
servation of health. The best time for muni; 
tho bath is an hour or two after breakfast, when 
tile atmosphere hr comes hot, und you begin to feel 
a latitude creeping over you. All the house* 
have baths attached to ihmu, which are daily flllosl, 
and you will always find tlmt the plunging into 
the cold water and remainiug in it for five minutes 
will refresh you lor *wm hour* afterwards. There 
is no fear ot a cold both injuring you in the least, 
which you varill be apt to think it may do, as you 
go into it, lecimg yourself overheated, and with 
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lie perspiration dropping off you (not by exercise, 
«» then it might hmt you) from the heat of the 
climate; but you muni always plunge vnur head in 
at once, and frequently keep wetting it while in the 
bath. I have known many who regularly bathed 
twice a-day during the very hot seasons, and it wns 
attended by much refreshment and benefit; but 
this is not always to be done with impunity, and 
it t« fts well to " let very well alone." 

Whim you are stationed on the coast, you will 
feel anxious to bathe in the sea : but this must never 
be done, however inviting its sparkling waves. 
Sharks arc constantly an the watch, near the shore, 
and ready to catch at prey of nnjr kind, nrul you 
will run a great risk and have every chance of fall¬ 
ing u victim to the monster, should you be tempted 
to venture. Many lives have been lost in this 
way. 

A parly of geutlemen not long since, one of 
whom 1 intimately kuew, ventured on this dan¬ 
gerous mode of bathing, thinking that they might 
be safe, as they would only go a very little way

It is however true, that we are 
not all equally happy in our dispositions; but 
by timely checking, and subduing every hasty 
thought of an ill-natured description, you will 
gradually have a command over your words and 
actions, and in time you will hare cultivated a 
good tenificr and disposition. Reason and prin¬ 
ciple will soon accomplish this ; but without these 
two requisites even a naturally good temper will 
lie soured; disappointments, sickness, worldly cares 
will embitter it. We each know ou what particu¬ 
lar point our ill temper rests. If passionate, I have 
sufficiently shown in a former chapter the danger of 
not immediately checking it, the consequences 
arising from its violence, and the remorse in after¬ 
life it may tend you into, though you may possess at 
tiie same time every flue feeling of humanity and 
benevolence. It does not require a very great effort 
to subdue rising passion,—only * firm resolution to 
bo silent, or leave the room or the spot where such 
anger is called forth, before we give utterance to 
words that tnny prove our bone. When in a 
passion, you are unfit to reason, or to reprove 
others: wait till you ore cool, before you presume 
to judge of what has passed, and you will find that 
in tune coses out of ten, you were in the wrong, or 
that you would have assuredly acted so, if you 
had allowed yourself to speak. 

Should you receive real injuries, that is no time 
to vent imssion: it calls for a resentment of a nobler 
and more generous kind of anger, which must be 
culm and gentlemanly, and unaccomjiaiiicd by 
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violence; or you cJicmot the ci reams tone*'* 

with candour ami charity, and ■«? if you arill ant 
be violating some principle of duty if you give way 
ti* immediate retort* (ienrrous on^cr i» always 
placable ami ready to be reconciled, os aoon as the 
otfender ** convinced of Ins error. Ami you will 
not feel the le** etarm for the person, but TUlher 
*how more kindness to him in futute; and he who 
may thoughtlessly hnve injured you will ever after 
try to deserve y ur kmdncaa. 

U henever you feel vouraelf getting angty, aus- 
pect yourself to be iu the wrong, and on tho 
moment resolve to stand tlw decision of reason and 
rejection. 

Pcavialmesg is still more uuumiublc and ugmanly 
than passion, though iu effects nrn not §o destruc¬ 
tive to your buppiucssor to society* A fictful 
disposition does not injure so much as it disgust* 
tliose with whom you may lie. It always shows 
u littleness of mind, which is fixed on trifles, and 
find* inconvenience* and annoyance in every thing- 
^ ou should habituate yourself to bear petty dis¬ 
comforts with «um und good humour, for in a 
military life you mil frequently meet with little 
annoy oners, which would swell into misfortunes, 
if you did nut resolutely treat them as trifle* too 
insignificant fur thought. You are engaged in 
high and important duties, and must not be af¬ 
fected with small inconveniences. 

Sullenness or obstinacy is, 1 think, a worse fault 
of temper than either of the former, as it tnay end 
in mu bee and revenge and a man possessed with 
thin disposition is a dangerous friend, and a malig- 
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mint enemy, Every lijjd and fifffect ion cite feeling

’ The Lrro who maintains a port against numbers 
( the enemy with noble fortitude, » a ways ad- 
^ired; he prefers a choreC.r of stcmlmes. and 
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integrity to his life; and though perhaps he might 
save his life if ho were to abandon Ins post, yet 
he choscs to fall valiantly in the station where his 
military duty has placed him, and to serve honestly 
the commander who has trusted him with the 
post, rather than lire without glory, and sink into 
oblivion with a tarnished name. 

This liehaviour has honour for its constituent, 
«ud will most undoubtedly exult Ins mime. 
Honourable feelings of this description are always 
accompanied with truth, justice, and humanity, 
and cannot be separated from true courage. The 
fundamental part I have shown to be based upon 
religion. The value of truth is too great for me to 
pa«» it over without saving u few words on it* 
importance. The least deviation from truth in 
tlie army is frequently attended by disgrace. The 
reality must be told when culled for, however 
repugnant to your feelings; those who rocerve 
your report must have u thorough reliance on your 
strict veracity, faithfulnca* in description, steadi¬ 
ness of character, and exactness of discernment: 
all these will stamp you a» one whose report may 
be relied on ul all times. The least deviation 
from truth may be attended by consequences the 
most iuqiorlQnt to yourself ns well as to others. I 
once knew an officer who was dismissed tho 
Honourable East India Compilin’* service; and 
one of the charges brought against him was for 
telling u falsehood, in hopes to screen a slight emir 
in judgment which he had committed. 

Truth is invaluable in itself, and a deviation 
from tt will inevitably disgrace an officer and 
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gentleman. Justice and humanity are essential in 
a soldier,—who will frequently be called upon to 
dispense the one and to compassionate his fallen 
enemy. There is no character so amiable as him 
who is perfectly free from inhumanity* \ here is a 
false pride that frequently keeps ua under the in¬ 
fluence of this feeling, and we pretend not to feel 
compassion, but this must not be indulged in, 
humanity and courage will always walk luind in 
hand, and will add lustre to the noblest deeds. It 
is well known that tyrants and usurper* are always 
the most bloody in their reigns, on account of their 
fearing oil those who surround them. It i* only 
cowards, too, tvho fight in civil wars, and these 
generally become the most bloody of any conflicts ; 
they am fought by people who know no honour, 
and fear each other. Hut to return to the word or 
meaning of hononr. 

Duelling is termed an “ affair of honour. Aina! 
how mistaken is this term—bow faUr i» the doc¬ 
trine_how deeply to Iks deplored is the habit, and 

bow disastrous is the consequence! Tim sense of 
an injury excites s desire to inflict even a greater 
upon the person from whom it may come. l‘nde 
thus become* cruelty, and cruelty revenge. The 
man who fancies he appears great, wheu he returns 
an injury, sometimes at the cxpence ol even |»om 
to himself, revenges it} but he would assuredly 
not do so, if he were convinced it were no true 
greatness : on tb. contrary, true greatness of mmd 
is shown is despising an injury : and it »• only 
weakness that revenges one. Ucvcii^ proceeds 
from fear, and poorness of spiriL Ueicngc, t nm. 
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s> but cnifikj Duel cowardice, under which bead ivt 
may sufejy designate duelling. Many un utn-n-v
